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New Agreement Junks 


Anglo-Japanese Pact 


Four Powers Initial Treaty, Which Is Approved By 


All Other Nations Represented at Conference.

As a consideration of the interna- 


tional re-alignment, 
Great Britain 


and Japan agreed to consign to the 
•crap heap the Anglo-Japanese al- 
liance, long viewed with apprehen- 
sion in both America and Asia. 


CONFINED TO PACIFIC. 


Tha provisions of the agreement, 


•which is in the form of f. ten year 
treaty, are confined to the "region of 
the Paclfio ocean." Under them, the 
four powers are to 
respect 
each 


others' 
Island 
possessions and to 


meet in consultation 
if a dispute 


arises or If the rights of any of the 
four are 
threatened 
by any other 


power. 


Announcement of the treaty terms 


^vas made at a plenary session of the 
arms conference by Senator Lodge 
of the American delegation and was 
followed by expressions of approval 
by 
the 
plenipotentiaries of Great 


Britain, France, Japan, Italy, China. 
Belgium, 
The 
Netherlands 
and 


Portugal. 


SENATE MUST RATIFY. 


To be binding on the 
United 


States, the treaty must be ratified by 
the Senate, 
several of whose mem 


bers 
withheld 
comment 
tonight 


pending a further study of the text. 
Open war was declared on it by some 
of the "irreconcilables" group of the 
Versailles treaty fight, but Republi- 
can leaders and some Democrats de- 
clared ratification was certain. 


The signatures of the representa- 


tives of the powers have not yet 
been affixed to the document, 
anl 


there Is an Intimation that they mai 
be withheld 
until the question of 


naval ratio has been 
settled defi- 


nitely. The naval situation remains 
•unchanged pending word from Toklo 
but there is general confidence that 
appi oval

plan will be made unanimous in the 
very near future. 


INITIAL TREATY. 


In lieu of signature, the principal 


flelegates have put their Initials on 
the official copy of the treaty, anri 
Senator Lodge said tonight this 
of affirmation -na-s to be Interposed 
as meaning that the document has 
been "approved 
to all intents and 


purpose" 


The treaty agreement Is expected 


Jn itself, to hasten a decision not 
only on the naval ratio, but oft all 
the other Issues before the 
arms 


conference. 
The delegates 
believe 


they are over the top of the hill, and 
a British spokesman went so far to- 
night as to charactrize today's ses- 
sion as "practically the breakup of 
the conference," so far as major con- 
siderations are concerned. 


COMPARE WITH LEAGUE. 


One of the fhst Impulses of some 


cf the senators was to compare and 
contrast tha treaty with the League 
of Nations covenant which so lately 
•was th« center of a bitter Senate 
light.

'American delegation pointed out to- 
XilSht that a feature of the covenant 
en which attack was concentrated Is 
emitted from the four power peace 
agreement. In 
Article 10 of 
the 


league, the members agreed to "re- 
spect and preserve each other's ter- 
ritorial integrity," but in the new- 
treaty tha pledge Is to "respect" the 
territorial rights In the Pacific. The 
omission of the guarantee to "pre- 
serve" the integrity of foreign na- 
tions, Is declared by the American 
delegates to.constitute an all-impor- 
tant distinction between an alliance 
and a compact for peaceful solution 
of future controversies. 
ACCEPTED WITH RESERVATIONS. 


In presenting the treaty, Senator 


Lodge Bald it had been accepted by 
the United States subject to a satis- 
factory conclusion of the negotia- 
tions now proceeding over the Island 
of Yap and also with reservations 
relative to 
the mandated Islands 


south of the equator. It was explain- 
ed by American spokesmen later that 
the attitude of the American Govern- 
ment in respect to mandates had

treaty.CHINESE PROBLEMS UP. 


At its open session today the arms 


conference also gave formal approv- 
al to several of tha resolutions on 
Chinese problems adopted by the Far 
Eastern committee of the whole.

the Pacific Islands and in no way t 
China or any other part of the Asl 
atlo mainland In th» view of som 
of the American delegates, it applie 
not only to Hawaii, but also to 
of the islands which make up th 
Japanese Empire.

able and damnable." and announced 
that he and probably others of the 
irreconcilables groups In the Senate 
would fight the new treaty to the 
bitter end. 


REED CLAIMS ALLIANCE. 


Senator Reed contended that the 


treaty was an alliance and gave the 
United States only one of four votes 
and pledged the United States to 


lake war. If necessary, In support of 
;r!tish, Japanese or French Interests 
n the Pacific. 


"The real purpose of the treaty is 
unnlngly masked by fine phrases," 
enator Heed declared "It is a verbal 
holograph of Ellhu Root, but not- 
withstanding its sugar coating, it Is 


othing more nor less than a quad- 
uple alliance between Great Brit- 
in, France, Japan and the United 
tates by -which they mutually bind 
ach other to exert their joint power 
or the control of the Pacific and 
or the maintenance of the rights of 
ach 'in their Insular possessions and

Eastern packers have slaugh- 
tered heavily and taken up the slack 
It is our expectation that we will be 
operating In a normal manner with- 
in a week. We have had no diffl- ] 
culty keeping our plants operating in 
cities where our workers have bean 
accorded proper protection. 


PORK ONLY AFFECTED. 


"The reduced output of the past 


week has had little effect upon tiie 
prices other than for fresh pork 
products which always are particu- 
larly sensitive to conditions of sup- 
ply and demand. Throughout the 
country as a whole fresh pork prices 
have not advanced materially, but In 
Chicago and such other citHs as are 
ordinarily supplied in larse part by 
local packing plants there have been 
price changes caused by the decreas- 
ed supply. Many of these local pack- 
ers have been seriously affected by 
the strike and they hava not as yet 
succeeded in supplying their usua1 


trade.

Someone described the dinner as 


a plenary session of the men who 
really hold In their hands the forces 
and powers which are actuating the 
chief nations at the Washington con- 
ference. 
But unlike a plenary ses- 


sion of the arms conference, this one 
was strictly closed, rather than open, 
for it is the rule that reporters never 
are present at a Gridiron club din- 
ner. 
Under this ipledge of confidence 


the national figures present deliver- 
ed notably 
frank 
and 
Informing 


speeches. 


The entoi tamment was attuned to 


the Inter.^tional character of the 
gathering In treating the arms con- 
ference the club for once abandoned 
its usual method ot satire, wit and 
humor and dealt with the subject In 
a thoroughly <ltgmCied and respect- 
ful fashion.

matches slipped into the room atone 
to light the candles; four In cos- 
turns of Santa Claus or In Christmas 
play* were burned 
to death when 


their costumes caught fire from the 
trees; another lit his pipe near the 
tree and carelessly flung the match 
Into the tree. And these are but a 
few of the thousands and thousands 
of cases. 


Consequently, the National Board 


urges many don'ts upon the people, 
nil of which should be observed at 
Christmas 
time in order to avoid 


the season of cheer into season of 
tragedy.

J.J. M'Cabe, Superintendent 


at Muscle Shoals, Ends His 


Sixth Project With Decatur 


Had 2000 Men Under Him in Alabama—Soys Local 


Project Was a Real Job. 


"When I took charge of the work 


on the Muscle Shoals, or what IB now 
known ai the Wllsan dam, there 
were two other engineers and five 
laborers," said J. J. MeCabe, superin- 
tendent In chief o£ the Decatur water 
Impounding dam. 


"I went on the work at the begin- 


ning In 1918 with the force which 
started to clear the site. When I left, 
two years later, I had two thousand 
men under me." 


THERE TWO TEARS. 


Mr. McCabe was general superin- 


tendent of that big jab for two solid 
years. He had as his ifrst big task 
the assembling of nearly a million 
dollars worth of equipment. The dam 
Is 3,900 feet long and Is 150 feet from 
the bed rock to the top of the spill- 
way. 


3Ir. McCabe says that there Is an 


enormous water power there. The 
Tennessee river there runs through 
i solid limestone country. The bluffs 
on either side of the dam start sheer 
out of the water's edge and rise 
ninety to 110 feet above the river's 
surface. 
The bluffs are limestone 


and when the water Is off the bed of 
the river 
only a little sediment, 


which can be kicked away with the 
foot, remains on the limestone Itself. 
Thus the dam there had a solid foun- 
dation. There Is no question of mud 
foundations as there !s here. 


SET INTO ROCK. 


1 "When the water was out of the 
cofferdam we started at once with 
the air drills on the rock. There was 
no mud." said Mr. McCabe. The dam 


was "keyed" Into its place by a hole 
twenty feet wide and from six to ten 
feet deep which was cut Into the 
bedrock below the Immense spillway 
itself." 


Mr. McCabe had no comments to, 


make on Henry Ford's proposition to 
take over the Wilson dam except to 
say that there Is undoubtedly an im- 
mense water power available and 
that some years befrwe the war the 
opportunity to develop this water 
power wag seen, but private funds 
for Its development, because of the 
Immense sums Involved, could not be 
assembled. 


HIS SIXTH DAM. 


The Decatur dam IB the sixth dam 


that Mr. McCabe has constructed and 
this one Is the smallest of the six. 
, 


"Do not understand that I am be- 


littling the Decatur Job. It is a man's 
Job, 
all right," he said. "In fact. It 


is in some respects harder for a su- 
perintendent than a much larger Job 
where one has a corps of "engineers 
or assistants under him to look after 
details." 


It is probable that Mr. McCabe will 


not be on the Job here when the two 
blocks, which have been left out of 
the spillway until next spring, are 
built. He probably will superintend 
the completion o,f all of the work ex- 
cept that. 


"We are trying to clear up the 


odds and ends now," he said Satur- 
day as he stood on the lon'h abut- 
ment overseeing the r<moval of the 
timbers and the eteel torro from the 
cofferdam.

To constitute excellence, a story 


should have sprightly 
conversation 


directed to tlie point of the theme! 
interesting descriptions constituting 
the "setting" o£ the tale; Observa- 
tions' bearing on the episodes related 
and the motives of the characters; 
climax approached through the Writ- 
er's conception of tho readers' curi- 
osity. Incidents of little general In- 
terest (should be avoided 
and 
the 


necessity of pathos and humor should 
be kept always in mind. 


The Judges were surprised to note 


in several martiiscrip'ts the unpard- 
onable uso of the word "o£" foi 
.'nave"—"he might o£ flono it!" H 
may hbt be amiss to remind some 
contestants that hens, not human 
beings, "set." 


However, all the contestants arc 


to be commended for their earnest 
effort?; and some who may not have 
found a place on the Roll of Honor 
showed talent, 
originality, praise- 


worthy thoughtfulness and a com- 
mand of language that gives promise 
of greater things. 


Had all the latent 
genius now 


burled in the bundle which we re- 
turn to you, Mr. Editor, with mem- 
oranda of our awards, functioned in 
composite activity in one brain, It 
might well be not only that a "best 
seller" would have been evolved, but 
a story produced that woud be worthy 
of a place on a five foot shelf.

NcM.rthe ess, buffjecl 
up by the 


co igonial companionship of the oth- 
er members of the compinj, I don- 
ned some old clothing and prepared 
to descend to the depl'is below We 
•topped upcwi the small wooden plat- 
form 
which served as an elevator, 


»iNi which showed the unmistakable 
evidences of contact with water and 
ths dewj mosses of the earth in its 
darkened -inpearance and Its rotted 
plank" 
T\o were greeted b\ a danK 


odor and a heivy mist rising from 
below 
\\hen the signal was given, 


th» elevator began to descend rapid- 
ly and we clung to the supports for 
dear life 
A peculiar, sinking sensa- 


tion was erperlenced, and I felt a» 
though I -would never set ray feet 
on the solid earth's surface -Again.

It Comes For Final Action Worries Repre- 


sentatives of Powers. 


By Mark Sullivan. 


•Washington, D. C., Deo. 10.—The 


proceeding! in the newly assembled 
«enate this week have been watched 
by no one with more interest than 
by the foreigners who are here for 
the conference. 
They have watted 


the senate not with mere curiosity 
over an alien and unfamiliar form of 
national 
legislature; 
they 
have 


•watched it with an eye to getting an 
answer to the question: "What will 
the senate do about it?" By "it" is 
meant the form in which will be cast) 
whatever is to be the outcome o£ the' 
deliberations of the conference. 


AT HIGH TIDE. 


It just happened that the re-assem- 


toling of the senate came on Monday 
j>f this week and coincided with the 
Jlrst high tide of rumor to the effect 
ihat the form which the outcome of 
the conference would take would be 
t four power alliance—or, including 
China, a five power alliance. It was 
on that day that the British news- 
paper men began to cable the most 
confident and unqualified dispatches 
to their home newspapers. 


Naturally, if and when they and 


the other foreigners thought they 
, had grounds to enpect that the out- 
come of the conference would be an 


'. alliance, or a treaty of a fairly rig d 
(kind, they instantly began to -aon- 
' der what the senate would do about 
' mch a treaty, if the outcome of the 
conference should take that form. 


FEAR SENATE. 


The foreigners at all times have a 


, deep concern about the senate. It 
would not be too rr.uJi to say they j 
fear the senate. For this they have 
good reasons based on pamful ex- 
perience. 
They have seen Wilson, 


when he was president, negotiate a 
League of Nations. 
To e\press It 


from their point of view, they have 
seen Wilson use rib power as presi- 
dent of the United States to more or 
less force a League of Nations on 
them against their own desires and 
•better judgment. They saw Wilson 
sign his name to the co\enant. and 
they thought the thing -was done. 


SIGNATURE FINAL 


In their countries when We head 


of the nation signs his name to a 
treaty, the thing is done. In the ma- 
jority of the fore'gn countries, the 
signature of the head of the nation 
is f'nal. Even in those nations which 
have ratification by another body, 
that ratification is perfunctory. It 
comes as a matter o£ course. When 
the foreigners saw Wilson sign the 
covenant at Versailles, they thought 
it was final. 
Th.ey. 
thought 
that 


America was from that moment for- 
ward a member of the League of Na- 


fallure in the effort to achieve some- 
thing else, would end in chaos. 


FEELING JUSTIFIED. 


I say that this is the feeling with 


which the British and the Japanese 
approached the conference. 
And let 


me interject right here that in this 
feeling they were justified and It is 
not open to any American to criticize 
them. It is a fact that the status quo 
in China and the Far East is ex- 
tremely delicate. 


DANGEROUS SITUATION. 


Hardly any step could be taken in 


the whole world as it Is just now 
more perilous than to break up this 
present status quo in the Far East, 
Imperfect as it is and undesirable as 
it Is in some aspects, without being 
sure that there at ready to take its. 
place a 
mechanism, by whatever 


name you call it, sufficient to take 
care of things in the Far East as 
well as they are now cared for. 


MUST BE SETTLED. 


The British held this view especial- 


ly strongly. 
Some of the unofficial 


British here went Bo rar as to say 
that Great Britain could never scrap 
her fleet until after they were cer- 
tain ibeyond any doubt that an ac- 
ceptable arrangement for the future 
had been made not only about other 
nations scrapping their navies but 
also about the Far East 


This was the way the foreigners 


talked at the time the conference 
opened. 
Soon thereafter we heard 


less of this, and for the first three 
weeks of the conference practically 
nothing was heard of this point of 
view. During the present week, how- 
ever, the same sort of talk has re- 
vived. 


3IU»T CONSIDER SENATE. 


Let us nuw turn to the point of 


view of Harding- and Hughes and 
the American delegation. Whatever 
they think abjut the best theoretical 
form for an agreement they must 
take Into account, the problem of 
what the senate will be willing to 
ratify. 
The question of what the 


senate will do undoubtedly marks 
the limit of what Hughes and Hard- 
ing and the American delegation re- 
gard as feasible for them to attempt. 


MUTUAL TRUST ESSENTIAL. 


Persons whose capacity for know- 


ing cannot be doubted have been 
quoted publicly as saying that Hard- 
ing regards a gentlemen's agreement 
to be just as satisfactory 
as the 


most iron-clad treaty. The president 
has been described ,as feeling that 
the essential thing is nvitual tru«t 
and that this must be depended on 
more than the letter of any contract 
possible to be written. 


As to the senate itself, -what it will 


gented with an agreement about nav- 
al limitation standing alone, there 
can hardly be any question that they 
would ratify BUCU a treaty and would 
not be disturbed by any degree of 
rigidity or binding quality In It. 


WOOLD PASS. 


A treaty for the limitation of naval 


armament would pass the senate al- 
most 
unanimously. Possibly a few 


senators would take extreme posi- 
tions ot one kind or another. But all 
the objections that would foe raised 
in the senate to a treaty on naval 
limitation alone would be negligible. 


DIFFERENT BASIS. 


But a treaty 
embodying 
agree- 


ments about the Far East would 
stand, in the eyes of the senate, on 
a quite different basis. How the sen- 
ate would act upon it cannot be dis- 
cussed with any adequacy until the 
form and substance of it are better 
known. If the agreement about the 
Far East were in such a form as 
would be called by the name of "an 
alliance," the senate would look up- 
on It with suspicion. The word "al- 
liance" has come to be, in the eyes 
of the senate, a sign of something 
to be scrutinized with Jealous care. 


OPPOSING PARTIES 


Speaking In the broadest way, we 


must all remember what the timor- 
ous and less well Informed foreign- 
ers forget, namely, 
that 
In 
the 


League of Nations debate Wilson was 
of one party and the senate was of 
ihe opposite party, whereas now the 
senate and the president are of the 
same party. What the Republican 
senate would do v.ith a treaty by a 
Republican 
president 
Is 
different 


from what the Republican senate did 
with a treaty negotiated by a demo- 
cratic president. This may be sad, 
but It is an actuality. 


Of course, the irreconcllables are 


still with us. Most of the irreconcll- 
ables are less bound by party dis- 
cipline and party loyalty than the 
other senators are. Senator Borah of 
Idaho, for example, 
who was un- 


questionalbly the leader of the irre- 
concilables, would not foe moved from 
any course that seemed to him right 
by the fact that he was in opposi- 
tion to a Republican president. There 
was much truth in the humorous 
line In which Wallace Irwln spoke 
of Borah as continuing 
to throw 


stones in the White House as if he 
had forgotten that Woodrow Wilson 
had moved out.

gations, when they come here they 
expected to demand ratification by 
the genate of whatever agreement 
should be arrived at before they 
themselves would sign It. 


At least they expected either actu- 


al ratification or satisfactory assur- 
ance that it would be ratified before 
they should commit themselves by 
their own signatures. They had this 
attitude not In any spirit of trucu- 
lence, but In the sincere belief that 
the question of China could not be 
eatisfuctorily settled, except <by an 
agreement so formal and so bindln?

MUST BE CAUETUL. 


The corollary ot this Is that our 


leaders must be careful not promise 
more than they can rely on our peo- 
ple to perform when the necessity 
for performance arises.

Christian county uas marked today 
by « joint meeting of more than 350 
men, representing these two classes 
liK.the circuit court room. 


The best of good feeling prevailed 


In the meeting, which was called for 
the purpose of considering, discus- 
ling and actins upon a set of recom- 
mendations presented 
by 
a 
Joint 


committee of tcn.mts 
and 
owners, 


appointed at separate meetings held 
previously. Both owneis and ten- 
ants showed unmistakably Ihcir dis- 
position to meet the others half way 
In their consideration ot questions 
vital to both, and the meeting was 
pronounced a decided success. 


HANDSCHIM TALKS. 


The meeting was 
addressed by 


Prof. TV. F. Handschin of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, and bv F. F El- 
Uott, associate director of organiza- 
tion and management of the ogan- 
liatlon and management of the agri- 
cultural college. The former talked 
of the landlord-tenant problems, and 
also discussed the economic situa- 
tion. 
The reoommendation presented by 


the committee -nere comprehensive. 
and were freely and frankly discus- 
sed, after which they were adopted 
unanimously. 


THE) 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Th» recommenaat(on adopted are 


as follows- 
I. We recommend that leases be 


drawn so that long tenure be encour- 
aged. We belieie that this can be. 
brought about bv a one j,ear, lease 
containing a privilege ot renewal, or 
a three-year, flve-voar. or Indefinite 
lease with a clause proiiding that 
It may be terminated by either party 
glvinc notice a reasonable time be- 
fore March first 
The time of no- 


tice should be mutuallv agreed upon 
by both parties and written in the 
lease. 
The committee sugeests that no- 


tice be given June 1st in case of con- 
templated chanse of rents or July 
1st In other cases. 


FAIR RETURNS. 


J 
We recommend that leases be 


drawi' !n such a -nay that tenants 
and landlords share in the returns of 
the farm In proportion to the con- 
tributions each makes to the success 
of the business. Tor example: The 
landowner should receive a fair re- 
turn for his liuestment in land. Im- 
provements, livestock, etc. sncl the 
tenant should recene a fair return 
for h s labor. Interest and deprecia- 
tion upon his equipment, livestock, 
etc 


3. We recommend the keeping of 


IKestock on farms: the methods of

and

the

•hould be left to the parties con- 
cerned 


4. In order tr> promote this prac- 


tice, we recommrnfl that the farm 
should be equipped with necessar> 
buildings for koepinc lliestock, and 
all permanent fields should be fenc- 
ed hog-tight 


CROP ROT \TIOV. 


5.At 
the beginning of the period of 


rental-^ we recommend that the ten- 
ant and landlord agree upon a defin- 
ite crop rotation, and livestock plant 
—whenever conditions arl^e making 
changes In the plans necessary ami 
advisable, such changes should be 
made by the mutual ?jrreement of 
the landlord and tenant. 


In malting plans for the rotation 


and livestock systems, the following 
factors should be given due con-> 
•Iteration: 


(a) The maintenance of soil fer- 


tllty. 


(b) 
The efflcent use of man and 


horse labor. 


(c) Control oj Insect pests and 


disease ravages. 


(d) Efficient and economic ntlll- 


ntlon of legume and crop, wastes,

ONE FOURTH T.EG-'CMES. 


6. We recommend that legumes be 


grown on at least 25 per cent of the 
cultivated area, and that at least one 
crop per year In case of clovers be } 
plowed under, fed on farm or pas-' 
tnred off. Also that stalks, straw 
and other crop residues be plowed i 
under, except In the case of Insect | 
and disease control. Tn case of cash

and landlords be required to eradi- 
cate all noxious weeds before they 
go to seed, and also that they should 
cut all other weeds where possible, 
keeping the fence rows clean and the 
roadside mowed. 


MAKB FARM PLEASANTER. 


12. We recommend that living 


conditions on tenant farms be im- 
proved. Attractive, comfortable anil 
convenient dwellings and surround- 
ings should be furnished to the ten- 
ant and his family by the landlord. 
In return, he should insist that they 
be well cared for and preserved. 


13. The committee, believing It to 


be to the best interests

As soon as the wood is burning 


well, throw on some coal
